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R POLICIES A PERIL,

DECLARES GEN. MACOMB

War College's President Says “No Entangling Alliances”
Motto, Monroe Doctrine and Open Door in
China Demand a Powerful Defence.

“‘AF"'!\'IV‘['HN_ Jan., 22 —RArig.-Gen, M.
M. Macomb, head of the War College, in
testifying before the Senate Committee
on Military Affalrs to-day told of the

foreign policies of this Government
which ara most likely to involve the
United States In war, Gen Macomb's

testimony was listened to with great in-
terest because he is tha head of a corpa
of experts whose business it 1s to study
the problems likely to confront this Gov-
ernment in event of war, M

“Several of our foreign policies which
reem simple enough to us may be cause
for trouble,” said Gen. Macomb. "Take,
for instance, the old policy of no en-
tangling alliances. That means we will
have no allles and therefore must be pre-
pared to gtand alone. Others are the
Monroe Docirine, which is hecoming now
A sort of composite akalr but which may
not ba satisfactory to every ona; the open
door ip China and the Asiatic exclusion.

“Any of these policlea may confilet
with soms world Power. Behind our
policy we must havea soma force. Even
w diplomatic policy cannot be carried out
successfully unless the diplomats know
that they have foree behind them, Other-
wise thess policles will have little his-
torie value and they will play no great
part in thae world,

Army and Navy Strength.

“Our navy, it scems to me, must be
large enough to defend not only our
coasts and harbors but to go out on the
high seas, seek the enemy and destroy
him To some this would suggest that
guch o navy would permit us to dispense
with an adequate army, as the navy

| would be expected to destroy every ap-

proaching enemy. The reverse (s true.

“Without an adequate army at home
the navy would never be allowed to go
out upon the seas. It is the adequate
army that will give the navy a free
hand. 1t i on this basis that we have
figured out the needs of the army

“We estimate that we will need a
mobile force of about 00,0600 men, reg-
ulare and their reserves, with additional
eivilian reserves of pome tralning We
need enough regulars to garrison the
oversea possessions and defend the con-
tinental coast. We would need 82,000
men abroad and 120,000 regulars at
home
